In 
the nature of things Mr Cullen 
cannot give us this, but lie does tell 
more of the background of the 
honours racket than any previous 
writer. Lloyd George's chief agents 
were successive Liberal Chief 
Whips, Lord Murray nf I'.iihunk und 
Cap min Freddy Gucsi. They tried 
out one or two other honours sales- 
men UuL settled on Gregory, presu- 
mably as the most impressive nnd 
reliable of till cm. 

The going rule was £12,000 for a 
knighthood, £40,000 for u baronetcy, 
witli baronies und visemmteies more 
expensive yet. Dukedoms were 
apparently 1101 for sule. Lloyd George 
had a radical’s contempt for the 
peerage, and used the Honours List 
witli intul cynicism to obtain money 
fn, his pi'isoiul pnlilirnl fuml.

His years of -glory were of kind 
that would have delighted liieclit. 
Sir William llunviiud. Commissioner 
ul die Metropolitan I'olicu, was 
among his friends and pruiecinia, 
ami so was Lord I'irkciihcnd. The 
Prince of Wales often used Gre 
gory’s Ambassador Club, where he 
was called simply ” Number One ”, 
and at the Ambassador Club Gre- 
gory ran the Derby Dinner, one of 
the great events of the sporting 
year. His ” Whitehall Gazette ”, 
made to look as much like an 
officiul paper us possible and never 
sold on news-stands, was immensely 
impressive to his chosen gulls. In 
the end lie was dumped by the 

E oliticinns, but nut destroyed. After 
eing persuaded to plead ‘•Guilty”, 
■lie spent two mnndiR in prison, and 
then went abroad. He established 
himself in Dieppe ns Sir Arthur 
Gregory, a man in receipt of a 
handsome quarterly remittance 
from England. The money cunte in 
iMliey in a brown-paper parcel done 
up with red sealing-wax. He died in 
a German prison-camp in Septem- 
ber 1911. 

Maundy Gregory is a difficult 
hiugruplucul .subject. Inevitably 
there are u great many stories about 
him. told at anything from first to 
tenth hand, ami comparatively little 
authentication is possible. Mr 
Cullen gives authority for some nf 
his material, hut leaves other 
sources vague or uuiiioiiiioned. A. J.

aggerate his nursnnal inipnriaiice, 
even l ho ugh this necessarily blurs 
nil clear image of the mint and scis 
Hie leader wondering what Mich a 
career adds up io. In particular he 
accepts the modern notion of the 
impotence of curly ninciecmli-ceii- 
mry Brit hit administrators both to 
imdeisiand and in influence effec- 
tively n society so complex and 
tenacious os Hint of the Indian 
subcontinent. Suttee is soon in have 
been a rokuively minnr and uiiitu- 
pnriuni practice, the celebrated 
education controversy a tea-cup 
storm it bon i spending a mere 
£40,000 of government money, and 
Macaulay’s famous Education 
Minute establishing English as the 
medium of higher education a dec- 
laration barren of practical results 
for another twenty years or more. 
Even in comparatively technical 
fields such as law nnd its adminis- 
tration, and the arcana of land- 
revenue systems and Indian village 
land-tenures, the author does not 
pretend that Bentinck’s work was 
more than one of administrative 
coordination or that the edicts of 
lhe_ secretariat corresponded wilh 
action on the ground. One is left 
with a sense of the solipsist 
universe which the British 
bureaucracy in India inhabited, 
imprisoned within Us own pupcrcis- 
scrie ami mental conceits. Transient 
governor-generals, dressed in a little 
brief uuilinriiy, stood as heads of 
the occupying power, handling mat- 
ters of foreign policy and war, hut 
for the rest administering the British 
bureaucracy rather than India 
itself. 

Beminck’s task was in ent down 
ihe cost of that Imrc-ancmcy mid 
render it more efficient, .so that his 
masters in the Fast India Company 
could face the scrutiny of Parlia- 
ment uiul secure an extension of the 
Company’s charter ill 1833. For all 
his roiling agaipst the excessive boss 
of the taxation borne by the peasnn- 
1 1 S', the measures uf i-efni- m nvi-r 
which Bentinck presided amid (hi 
no more than rc-diMribiitu iht crush- 
ing burden more equitably. There 
could hu little direct prnmiitiiin of 
cam mu ic devclumncm by the state 
under surli con di lions ; even roads, 
so c ssl’ mi iul for military purposes, 
were limited in a few strategic 
routes like the Gruml Trunk Road 
hi Dtillti uiul i lie Dccirun Rond front 
Mirz.ipnr to Jnhhalpur. Straitened 
meun.s uunrunined tltui all the fnrnru 
over steam nnviguiion — “iho great 
engine of working moral improve- 
ment "—resulted in little more than 
a few small uneconomic vessels 
plying the treacherous stream of 
the Ganges. 

The only effective prospect for 
development seemed to He in pri- 
vate foreign enterprise. Bentinck 
was ready to drop his liberalism In 
order to give the European indigo 
planters tighter logal hold over the 
peasant producers, but his period of 
office witnessed a catastrophic 
slump in indigo that helped cause 
ind failure of the canimerciai 
banks— the houses of agency — and 
brought about economic recession 
rather than advance. Famine fol- 
lowed in Northern India in 3833. The 
great reforming gnvArqor-ceno.ral- 
ship of 1828-35, wh£n Fnpia .was: 
supposedly set ffritjiy on. the path to 
modernity, was mpfe aytnbolfc than 
actual. A Heavy Irony, in uncon- 
scious hypocrisy, was consequently 
built into its make-up. It lived on 
rhetoric, on gestures and phrases, 
as much as any modern refurming 
regime. Bontlnck did dot possess 
the plangent style of Macaulay, his 
Law Member, but he . was no con- 
. tempt! bje word-splnnbr. It was he 
who spoke of founding British 
greatness on Indian happiness ”, 
and wrote out minutes in the style 
■of his progressive contemporaries 
full of splendid aqd sincere phrases, 
at' when he decreed the abolition ot 
Suttee In 18Z9. ■-
